DOING THINGS 


There is a general impression that 
it is the big cities that “ do things,” 
that they have more enterprise, and 
accomplish more, than small 
cities. 
So prevalent is this impression that 
residents of big cities are accustomed 
to feel that by virtue of their citizen­ 
ship they deserve special credit and 
enjoy special prestige. They feel big­ 
ger and stronger themselves because 
their cities are big and strong. 
But is this not a delusion? Con­ 
sider the situation in New York the 
biggest city in the country, famed 
not only for its size, but for its sup­ 
posed 
energy 
and 
efficiency — left 
helpless 
by 
the 
longshoremen’s 
strike. That, great city has been hun­ 
gry, and in some respects in desper­ 


ate straits. 
Yet there has been food enough in 
New York. W hen the strike started, 
food was left piled up on the docks 
ond in the warehouses by tens of 
thousands of tons. It was there, with­ 
in reach; but the people could not 
get it. W h y? Because they lacked the 
‘ gumption.” The New York W orld 
remarks disgustedly: 


“ In a community a thousandth part 
as large as New York City, in a sim­ 
ilar 
emergency, 
volunteers 
would 
quickly organize and find ways 
to 
move enough foodstuffs to meet the 
needs of the people. A city of 5,000 
or 10,000 would not tamely submit to 
being deprived of necessaries of life 
■within easy reach merely because a 
certain class of laborers defied their 
union leaders and declared their in­ 
tention to let the public go hungry. 
There would be enough men to take 
up the challenge and do any kind of 
work required of them in the circum­ 
stances. There would be no question 
of a food shortage among consumers 
where food in abundance was actual­ 
ly accessible. It would be removed 
from the piers and ships and railroad 
cars. 
The people would 
not 
argue 
about it; they would go to work.” 
It is absolutely true. Every resi­ 
dent of 
this city knows that, in a 
similar emergency, that food would 
be distributed. 
The citizens would 
“ stop arguing about it, and 
go 
to 
work.” 
They would 
do something. 
They would function as an energetic 
and efficient community. 
So would 
any 
other 
moderate-sized 
city 
or 
town. But the big city is helpless, 
disorganized, futile, at the mercy of 
any accident or any organized group 
that chooses to defy it. 
For real enterprise the small city 
heats 
the 
big 
one 
nearly 
every 


time. 


Plainer weaves of cotton goods are 
to be the thing next year. This is In 
direct opposition to the common be­ 
lief in the cloth industry that “ fash­ 
ion w ill not be denied by considera­ 
tions of price.” Money, it seems, can 
neither 
buy nor* 
manufacture the 
fancy fabrics. 


The housewife w ill acclaim 
tnis 
news joyfully in the hope that the 
standard weaves of cotton goods may 
now return to their pre-war excel­ 
lence of quality. The change, how­ 
ever, is not due to any protest 
of 
housewives either against prices 
or 
lowered 
quality of the goods 
they 
have been buying in recent years. 
They may have protested, but they 
have gone ahead and bought of ne­ 
cessity and have paid the prices. 


This return to simplicity in styles 
of goods has been forced by the other 
side of the industry. Manufacturers 
refuse to take orders for rancy types 
of cloth because they cannot get the 
textile workers to produce them. Or­ 
ders for the plainer weaves are so 
plentiful that it is 
not necessary to 
attempt any others in order to make 
money. M ill workers seem into re­ 
ceive sufficient wages from the plain­ 
er work to make the slightly higher 
wages for the more difficult opera­ 
tions quite unattractive. Manufactur­ 
ers report that when they ask weav­ 
ers to run fancy looms the workers 
seek the easier jobs which are avail-. 


able.
